Physical  Features. 

The  district  is  situated  in  the  Afon  Llwyd  Valle}' 
and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Panteg  Urban  District, 
on  the  south  by  the  Llantarnam  Urban  District,  on  the 
east  by  the  Pontypool  Rural  District  and  on  the  west 
by  the  Abercarn  Urban  District. 
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Geographically,  the  western  side  of  the  district  is 
on  the  eastern  outcrop  of  the  South  Wales  Coalfield  and  the 
underlying  millstone  grit  and  carboniferous  limestone,  the 
remainder  of  the  district  being  on  the  old  red  sandstone. 


The  chief  tributary  of  the  Afon  Llwyd  River,  which 
is  on  the  eastern  border  of  the  district,  is  the  Upper 
Cwmbran  Brook.  Th 
Monmouthshire  Canal.

Summary  of  Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals  and 
other  Institutions  available  for  the  District. 

Professional  nursing  in  the  home — nil. 

Midwives,  two,  under  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic — once  a week, 
under  control  of  the  County  Council. 

School  Clinics  are  in  charge  of  the  County  Council. 

There  are  no  dav  nurseries. 
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Infectious  diseases  can  be  removed  to  hospital 
through  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Tuberculosis 
patients  are  sent  to  the  King  Edward  VII.  Memorial  Centres 
at  Newport  and  Pontypooi. 

Venereal  diseases  are  treated  at  the  Royal  Gwent 
Hospital,  Newport. 

There  is  no  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegiti- 
mate children,  or  homeless  children  in  the  district ; these 
cases  are  generally  looked  after  by  the  Guardians  of  the 
district. 

There  are  two  general  hospitals  outside  the  area 
but  available  for  patients  of  this  district. 

There  is  a motor  ambulance  at  the  Colliery  for 
accidents.  The  infectious  cases  are  removed  by  the 
Infectious  Hospital  Staff. 
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The  Social  Aspect. 


The  Miners’  Welfare  Fund  has  founded  tennis  courts 
and  bowling  green,  there  are  also  tennis  courts  for  other 
players.  Two  or  three  football  clubs  are  at  play  each 
winter  A cricket  team  plays  in  the  summer. 

A large  hall  is  available  Tor  meetings  and  concerts. 
There  is  one  cinema  and  a golf  club. 

General  Summary. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  very  good  foi 
the  past  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  short  epidemic  of 
diphtheria,  which  was  also  troublesome  to  neighbouring 
areas. 


The  death  rate,  although  not  high,  is  greater  than 
in  1923,  the  figures  then  being  9'4  per  1 000.
